grievances against a despotic govern- 
ment. That is not the question of this 
rebellion; it has nothing to do with it 
in substance or in appearance.

rebels wanted no redress of grievances; 
They -wanted no modification of the 
national 
Constitution. They Tfantei! 


simply to rale us, to petveit tho gen 
eral power to the use ofVa partisalai 
faction, and to do this .by special laws 
not through constitutional proTisJons.— 
It is sufficient proof of all that is her 
asserted, to observe what was actually 


done in the preparation of a; oonstitu 
tion at Montgomery. They then tool 
the same forms of; fundamental law tha 
have always .'prevailed, taking espeoia 
care not to iatrade the. professed points 
of difference with the old Union inti 
the test of the constitution they framed.
